Thursday’s heavy rain, which froze 
s it fell, coating trees, wires and 
other objects with ice, caused con­ 
siderable damage to United Tele­ 
phone Company lines and wires of 
the 
Adams 
Electric 
Cooperative, 
their respective managers said. The 
Metropolitan Edison Co. suffered no 
damage or interruption to service, 
however, Richard E. Dreas, manager, 
reported. 
The ice was worst in the western 
and northern parts of the county, 
bordering on and in the moun­ 
tain areas. Highways there were 
ice-coated, 
making 
driving 
haz­ 
ardous. 
John E. Caldwell, manager of the 
United Telephone Co., said eight 
trunk lines out of Gettysburg to 
Waynesboro, Fairfield, Hagerstown 
and Carlisle were out, due to the 
ice. The service to these towns was 
not completely cut off. he said. 
Three hundred additional indi­ 
vidual telephones were also out of 
service in the Gettysburg District, 
which Includes Gettysburg, Bigler­ 
ville, Fairfield and York Springs. All 
services were expected to be re­ 
stored by tonight, he said. 
Calvin A. Cluck, manager of the 
Adams Electric, said that consider­ 
able trouble was experienced in the 
m ountain areas west of Fairfield, 
O rrtanna, Cashtown and Arendts­ 
ville. The towns themselves, he said, 
were not seriously affected. 
Ice formed on trees and broke 
limbs, which in turn fell on power 
and telephone lines, breaking them 
or ' shorting" them with other wires. 
Mr. Cluck said most of his damage 
was repaired by midnight.

The tide in World W ar II began to turn against Hitler and M ussolini In the fall 
• f 1942. The R ushans started encirclem ent of Stalingrad. And during the pre-daw n 
darkness of Nor. 8, th*? first big blow cam e from the west. 
In the greatest (up to that tim e) am phibious operation of history, tho western 
allies invaded French North Africa a ith 150,000 American and 140,000 British 
troops, transported and escorted by 850 ships. 
T he huge force w as com m anded first from Gibraltar and later from Algiers by 
a m an who had never before led men into battle— Lt. Gen. D w ight D. Eisenhower. 
And 181 days later, the cam paign was over. W ith the m ass surrender of G erm an 
and Italian troops In Tunisia, the Axis was licked in North Africa. 
Eisenhower had show n him self a great strategist, organizer and harm onizer. He 
had also shown he wax not afraid to be daring, to defy orthodoxy. In Tunisia, it 
w as Ike who personally ordered the Am erican II Corps to move up from the South 
to th e North This w as unprecedented since it involved crossing one corps* line of 
com m unications w ith another corps. But it paid off. It made the big Bizerte push 
possible. 
E vents now moved quickly below “the soft underbelly of Europe.” In July, 1942, 


E isenhow er’s forces Invaded Sicily. On Sept. 3, they Invaded Italy and began tho 
long m arch up th e m ainland. M eanw hile, M ussolini had resigned and escaped to tho 
G erm ans and the Badoglio governm ent signed an arm istice, although the Nazi* co n ­ 
tinued to defend Italy bitterly. 
T his w as also the sum m er th at Gen. George S. Patton lost his tem per and slapped 
a GI who had been evacuated to a Sicilian hospital for a nervous disorder. 
Eisenhow er w as faced w ith a delicate choice— to sack one of his most effective 
fide* com m anders or keep him on in the face of public opinion. 
T here was a public outcry later but Ike held on to Patton. H e dressed him down 
severely, made him apologize to the slapped GI and various other troops in public. 
Even his worst critics were glad Patton was still around next year for the invasion 
of France. 
In Septem ber, 1943, an Am erican Legion post In New York suggested E isenhow er 
for President. “B aloney!” said Ike. He had more pressing business elsewhere. 
On C hristm as Eve, 1943, President R oosevelt announced the appointm ent of G en. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower as supprem e com m ander of Allied Expeditionary Forces for 
the invasion of Europe.
